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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the prior arts on record 
do not disclose explicitly label the connecting bus as a "low latency bus" as claimed. Applicant further argues the claimed latency bus is 
supported by the Specification as the "Fast Path". The description of "fast" or "low latency" is a relative term and is subject to different 
interpretations. The claim is interpreted as broad as possible during the examination process. Thus, the prior arts' path connecting the 
multiplexor and external device is a low latency path. 
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
